Express Train Service. 


Officiate of the Philadelphia 
and 


Reading Railroad at this place were 
notified Met Week that the new train 
schedule, being prepared to go into ef- 
fect at an early date provides a 
through express train from New York 
City to Gettysburg. 
The road has 


been running such a train to karris- 
burg by way of Eastou, Allentown, 
Bethlehem and Reading and it is pro- 
posed to continue this train with par- 
lor car service to Gettysburg, arriv- 
ing early in the afternoon, and the 
return train leaving shortly after the 
arrival < of, the incoming train. This 
train Would put" Gettysburg within six 
and a half hours of New York and 
with good connection for Philadelphia 
and other points. It is also proposed 
to reinstate the Pullman car service 
to Philadelphia operated last summer, 
leaving here in the morning and re- 
turning by the evening train. It is 
expected that the express train will 
cover the distance between this place 
and HarrJsburg in about an hour and 
a half with few, iierhaps no stops.

Story of the Engine. 


The fire developed the fact .that the 


fire engine, General Meacle, which has 
helped to valiantly fight all fires for 
the past twenty-five years, is in a crip- 
pied condition, and can not do effec- 
tive work because of breaks. The en- 
gine was at Dr. DSckson's corner and 
soon after being fired up was 'discov- 
ered to be leaking so badly as to be 
difficult to keep the fire going. But 
the euginemen kept it going, giving all 
help possible and materially aided in 
getting the fire under control. 


But Gettysburg cannot get along 


with a crippled engine and must have 
an engine fully equipped to fight any 
fire. Just what is best is being dis 
cussed by firemen, councilmen and 
citizens. It is believed by many that 
the engine could be rebuilt by the 
manufacturers and be able to do good 
work for many years to come. The 
Town Council have taken the matter 
up and will have the engine examined 
and rebuilt if that seems to be the 
best plan, and while that will be go- 
ing on they should secure the loan ot 
an engine. If the engine should be 
beyond rebuilding a new one will ot"

State Zoologist H. A. Surface, hopes 
for a cure for the "peach yellow." For 
the benefit of the readers of the Com- 
piler, and all others, and which may 
be of value to Mr. Surface, we give 
a remedy. 20 years ago father planted 
about one-halt' acre iu peach trees, 
when about :• 1-2 years old they be- 
came yellow, about August, every 
persou wbo saw the orchard said it 
had the yellows, and advised father 
to dig out the trees. Oue by the name 
of Jacob Gates, now deceased, of 
Gettysburg, and iu the employ of 
father at that time iu the wool mill 
one day told lather if he were iu his 
place he would take all the wood 
ashee from the furnace ami throw 
them arouud the peach trees. Father 
employed a man to dig Itie sod away 
from each tree about two foot square, 
then be hauled up the ashes and 
placet! four shovels full arouud each 
tree. This was in August, and the re- 
sult was wonderful. The entire or- 
chard took a second growth and by the 
time the late Irosts came it found all 
the trees laden with dark green leaves 
and large new growths, and to-day 
there are a number of trees yet stand- 
Ing that yet bear fruit, 20 years old, 
and the orchard never had anything 
done since, or before the ashes were 
applied. When the orchard was five 
years old the \ield was such that all 
the trees broke down.
